mencing December 1, 1884, and terminating May }, 
1885. 

It is now 100 years since the first cotton was 
shipped from this country to Europe, and the Ex- 
position above spoken of originated in the purpose 
of commemorating this event.

Jailor Siegmund Capturcs a Number of 
Weapons Among His Guests. 

This morning Jailor Siegmund suddenly appeared 
in jail during the “exercise” hour, when every pris- 
oner was in the court,and called an unexpected halt. 
| Every man was placed in line, and while one of.the 
| guards paced the gallery with a doubled-barrel shot 
: gun, loaded with slugs, the night and day force 
stripped and began searching the pris- 
oners.

ing cry of “nixy’’ was whispered from man to 
man. Silence was ordered and during the quiet 
every pow and then a rattle and jingle of sometning 
falling on the floor was heard. The prisoners were 
theo ordered to march forward a distance of six 


feet. When a halt was again called the place 
occupied by the men on the first 
“stand,” who had been searched, was found 


strewn with jail-made knives. manufactured out of 
the steel springs taken from the soles of favtory- 
made shoes. A small saw made from a corset rib 
was also found. Two ket knives were picked 
up. The cells were then searched, but nothing fur- 
ther was found.

“But I thought the doctors notified the Board of 
Health and the board notified the school principals 
of each case of diphtheria, in order that the chil- 
dren belonging to the infected families may be kept 
away from schooi,”’ said the reporter. 

“The ordinances require this to be done, but they 
are not obeyed by the doctors as they ought to be. 
They do not report one case in four that they 
diagnose. It is the rule for us 
to discover cases of diphtheria by the applications 
for burial certificates. It’s of no use to apply the 
law ip cases of neglect, as the fines are remitted and 
the doctors go on disregarding the ordinance the 
same asever. They should do here as they did in 
New Orleans some years ago when 1 was living 
there. They had just such an ordinance as we have, 
but it failed to produce satisfactory results. The 
doctors were fined $5 or $10 for failing to report in- 
fectious diseases, but they got the fines remitted, 
and the law became, as with us, a practical 
letter. The result was a spreading of disease, 
which called for severe measures, and an 
ordinance was passed which fixed the 
penalty for failure to report infectious diseases at 
imprisonment, without option of paying a fine. 
The effect was instantaneous. The doctors at once 
began reporting the cases, and the result wasa 
parent in an early and lasting diminution of dis 
eases of an infectious nature. They will never get 
the doctors of this city to obey the ordinance until 
the penalty is a severe one which cannot 


dodged.”

THE CATTLE RAISERS AND TUE INDIANS 
are unmarred by any bad feeling. The stockmen 
would much prefer to lease every acre they graze, 
and action will certainly be taken by the coming con- 
vention to secure the passage of an act by Congress 
enabling the Government to lease the arid tracts 
of the West, which are fit for grazing 
purposes only. The only objection that could be 
ueged to such a course is that it might conduce to 
the building up of large monopolies. This, how- 
ever, cau be prevented by such limitationsin the 
law as will prevent any individual or company 
from leasing more than a reasonable acreage, and 
as well invalidate a lease where collusion for the 


purpose of exceeding such limit is established. In 
years past, when these great prairies 
of the West +*were not grazed, 
the larger of the especially 


in the reneevadionh was, destroyed by fire—not in- 
tentionally, but through the carelessness of the In- 
dians, who took no pains to prevent their oe 
from spreading through the prairie grass. Since 
the cattie raisers have been able to make large 
leases, however, these prairie fires have been very 
few, owing to the precautions taken against them. 
A leased track is inclosed by barbed wire fences, 
and mounted men are kept constantly traveling 
around these fences on a beaten path established for 
that purpose, their duty bejng not only to kee 
the enclosures intact t to wat for incipient 
prairie fires. Now, itis far better”for the entire 
country that these vast expanses of prairie grass 
should be converted into beef, even though the 
preains be done on pubiic lands, than that it should 
> burnt off, to the injury of the soil. This is one of 
the important subjects our convention will have to 
consider, Now, to give you some idea of the terri- 
tory covered by the ranges which will be represented 
here, here is a table showing the number of acres 
controlied by the cattle men in every State and Ter- 
ritory west of the Mississippi. The first column of 
figures shows the total acreage, while the second 
column shows how much of it is grazing land.”

his claim. The Government ought to change all of 
this and should realize a mmmense revenue from 
the lands. The lands should not be open to home-' 
stead settlement. but should be leased. In that case 
where now the Government gets nothing and the 
cattle men get the use of the land the Government 
would get immense sums and the cattle men would 
be free from troublesome interruptions.” 

Mr. Lleweilyn said that there would be no oppo- 
sition to the national trail from the New Mexico 
men, 

DISCUSSING TOPICS. 

Every group of cattle men gathered in the rotun- 
das to-day feilto discussing the objects of the con- 
vention and to exchanging ideas onthe results 
to be attained. At the Lindell a Post-Dispatcn report 
er found in one of the gatherings Col. Driskill, 
Maj, Littlefield, Maj. Byan, Mr. Cosparisand others, 
allof whom are well ed on the cattle business 
and its needs. Major Littletield is perhaps as thor- 
Oughly acquainted with the wauts of cattiemen as 
any other man who will attend the convention. In 
discussing the subject of the trail he said: “The 
subject of the transportation of Southern yearlings 
and feeders to the northern ranges will 
the im t topic of the convention. 
I know of no other which can compare with it. 
Texas is the great breeding country, and we must 
find some practical way of getting the feeders to 
the North. For my part I am not certain of the ad- 
visability or practicability of the trail. There are 
many things to be considered in this matter—the 
feeding of the cattle on the way and the point at 
which danger of communicating the disease 
ceases. Then again, how will we get the trail? If 
we have to purchase it, it is a question whether it 
will pay. The railroads and the Government own 
the greater amount of the land in the Northwest and 
much depends on their attitude. It might be that 
that the Northern people will object to having cat- 
tle which have merely been driven over a trail for 
an indefinite time turned loose among their.own 
cattle and there may be a necessity, for quarantine. 
My idea is that the question will be solved by call- 
ing iv rallroad transportation and establishing quar- 


antine ranges, where the cattle can be kept until the 
rms of the disease are thrown off, If 
the quarantine __— period would last for 


thirty or forty days it would be all right, but, of 
course, we could not stand being held until! frost.” 

A variety of opinions were expressed. There 
seems to be a number of difficulties in the way. 
The chief opposition will come, of course, from the 
breeders on the route of the trail. Some seem to 
think that a width of from six to eight miles will 
furnish ample grazing for the cattle en route, while 
others say that the trail will be worn as 
smooth as a floor before the season 
is half over, from March to July, 
and that if there is no privileges in the way of get- 
ting provender by turning of the trail it will be use- 
less. One of the strong levers in its favor is 
the fear of high freights on railroads, and the belief 
that it will serve as a stro competition to keep 
rates down, Another topic used is that of the 
rights of cattlemen to rauzes. There is considerabie 


trouble now over the privileges of differ- 
ent owners and as to how much water 
front a man is entitled to. The 


fact that most’of the land is open and is not owned 
by any one givesrise toa number of questions as 
to privileges in ranges. The puying up, also, of 
large tracts of land by capitalists is Causing a great 
deal of soreness among men who have occupied the 
lands for years and look upon them as their own. 
In the North whole counties are sometimes taken 
possession of and attempts are made to keep others 
out by heavy ranchmen. These subjects will come 
up for discussion together with the best methods of 
crossing and improving breeds. 

A NEW MEXICAN CAUCUS. 

This morning Col. Tagior, Stephen W. Dorsey 
Lowry How, W. H. H. Lieweliyn, L. P. Ernest and 
the other delegates:from New Mexico held an in- 
formal meeting in Mr. Dorsey's room at the South- 
ern. The meeting was strictly private in natyre, 
and Col. Dorsey said that it was of no impo ce 
whatever, and that the delegates had = met for 
the purpose of looking at each other. The 
ex-Star-Router is very facetious and is given 
to blurting out monosy!labies and sy bylline answers 
which his interlocutors have to take up, turn over, 
dissect and examine with a microscope to find the 
hidden meaping contained therein.

A FAT GOOSE PLUCKED. 


The Unhappy Adventures of a Good Boy 
on Wall Street. 
By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yore, November 15.—fle was a popular 
young man; possessed the full confidence of his 
employers and is a member of the Coffee Exchange, 
His name is S. B. Ellis. Yesterday the following 
notice was posted in the Exchange; it was directed 
to the superintendent: “We hereby revoke the 
authority given to Mr. 8. B. Ellis to sign cottracts 
for us and to represent us on your Exchange. You 
will please advise members of the Exchange by 
placing this notice on your bulletin board, or in any 
other way usual in giving such information. 
Leigh & Crenshaw.” 

Another notice read: “We beg to reqnest mem- 
bers of the Exchange having open contracts with 
us to verify the same at their earliest convenience. 
Leigh & Crenshaw.” 

This firm does business in cotton and coffee at No. 
48 Wall street. They sent similar notices to the 
Cotton Exchange, of which they are members. Mr. 
Leigh said yesterday that Ellis had been in their 
employ for many years—ever since he was a boy. 
He was their representative on the Coffee Exchange. 
On Thursday night they learned that Ellis had been 
speculating on his own behalf and signing the firm's 
name to his individual contracts. Mr. Leigh was 
dumbfounded at this discovery. He immediately 
discharged Ellis. 

*‘I do not care,” said Mr. Leigh, “to speak of any 
action that we may take against him, out he has 
certainly misbehaved himself. Elis has been in the 
office all day, trying to straighten out his affairs. 
He has lost money in cotton as well as coffee, and 
we will have to shoulder the loss, as he signed out 
names to contracts representing bis private specula- 
tion. I do not knew if Ellis can be prosecuted tor 
anything but breach of trust. We liked Eliis:

WESTERN BREWERIES,

Of Which the Finest Are to)Be Found 
in'St. Louis. | 


The Mammoth Specimen Lately Erected by 
Wainwright Brewery Company.

A Peep Through Its Various Departments 
—Realms Where the Frost King Holds 
Perpetual Sway—Machinery That Pos 
sesses Nature's Creative Power—An Un- 
equaled Combination of Cleanliness, 
Completeness and Greatness. 


The history of beer making in the United States 
is a very short one, but the history of its growth 
and expansion is both interesting and astonishing. 
From being an exclusively German beverage, beer 
has become an almost universal drink in America, 
superseding the more noxious and intoxicating 
liquors that were of such common use previous to 
the introduction of the amber fluid. As & conse- 
quence the numper of breweries has grown almost 
beyond calculation within the last thirty years, un- 
til to-day the manufacture of beer is regarded as 
one of the most important and beneficial industries 
of the nation, yielding an immense annual revenue 
to the National as well as State treasuries, and 
affording employment to hundreds of thousands of 
workmen at very remunerative wages. In conse- 
quence of the rapid growth of the business and the 
equa!ly rapidly increasing competition,the quality of 
the beverage has greatly improved and a healthy 
rivalry, with this improvement as its object, exists 
not only between the brewers of St. Louis, but be 
tween the brewers of the respective cities of Amer- 
ica. While in St. Louis the general public is very 
little acquainted with the brands of beer manu- 
factured in other cities, yet there is scarcely a town 
or hamlet in the country where St. Louis beer has 
not been sold and sampled, and it is generally recog- 
nized that not oaly is St. Louis beer the bes t in the 
market. but that in size, equipment and capacity 
our breweries are ahead of any in the United Staces: 


The &t. .Louis breweries have acquired a 
world-wide reputation both for their im- 
mensi and + the quality of beer man- 


nfactured, butit might besafeto say that even 
these are surpassed by the magnificent structure 
iately erected by the Wainwright Brewery Com- 
pany, between Gratiot and Papin and Barlow and 
Twelfth streets. Ellis Wainwright, who is the pres- 
ident of this. company, and on whose shoulders is 
borne the burden of its management, has left noth- 
ing undone to makethe new brewery a m onument 
to his intelligence, experience and untiring indus- 
try. It was built under his supervision, and he is as 
justly proud of his work asa father of his child, 
Capable of availing himself of the experience of 
others in the same line of business, he has discarded 
the old methods whenever new improvements made 
them objectionable, so that in his present establish- 
ment may be found not only a com pleteness of con” 
struction and mechanism, a perfect adaptation of 
every part and a harmonious whole, but a collection 
of modern contrivances that cannot be found elsé- 
where, because invented too recently for use in older 
establishments. Located for years at Ninth and 
Gratiot streets, the old Wainwright brewery ac 
quired a local reputation which secured for its man- 
ufactures such a patronage that no effort was 
made to extend it beyond the limits of the city, and 
this policy is still pursued. The foundation of this 
patronage being the superior quality of the beer 
manufactured, it became necessary to consider the 
advisability of enlarging the capacity of the brew- 
ery, and when the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad Company offered to purchase the old site 
and buildings, the Wainwright Brewery Company 
immediately resolved to aceept the offer and build 
on a larger and more improved scale to suit the re- 
quirements of their vast trade. Accordingly the 
present site was selected, the most central of any 
brewery in the city, being accessible by two lines 
of street cars and within ten minutes’ ride from the 
business center. The court-yard, the main entrance 
to which ison Papin street, is nearly a block in 
area, and the brewery proper consists of three 
large buildings, known as the storage elevator and 
storage house, which are really two buildings con- 
nected by a covered driveway, the brew house and 
the stock and fermenting house. Each of these 
buildings is seven stories high, and every room in 
each is protected from fire by means of double iron 
fire-proof doors. The office, boiler-house, pump- 
house and refrigerating machine house are separate 
buildings, as is also the stable, which abuts on 
Twelfth street and extends back to the brewery 
grounds. Order and cleanliness prevail every- 
where, and yet there are no crowds of employes to 
be seen scurrying to and fro, as if burdened with 
care and fearful of displeasing a hard task-master. 
In the storage house, the dimensions of which are 
531}9x4246x115 feet, is located the large Corliss engine 
of 100-horse power, ‘which sets ail the machinery, 
including the milling, grinding and elevator ma- 
chinery,m motion. Thisis the finest spécimen of 
mechanical construction to be found in any brew- 
ery of St. Louis, and was especially constructed for 
its present purpose. The storage elevator is con- 
nected with the Union Depot by a double railroad 
track, and is provided with eighteen bins with a ca- 
pacity of 160,000 bushels. On the first floor of the 
storage house, in close proximity to the 
Corliss engine already mentioned, is the 
engineer's shop, where are arranged, ready for use, 
ali the necessary tools and implements of the most 
recent and improved design. The second, third, 
fourth and fifth floors are used for the storage of 
hops, rice and other brewers’ supplies, while on the 
sixth floor, which is divided into two compartments, 
are loeated the Baudelot cooler, on the horizontal 
pipes of which the trickling beer is chilled in its 
descent. On the floor below is located a self-regis- 
tering automatic scale and feeder, which supplies 
the malt mill, where the malt is crushed and thence 
conveyed to the hopper in the brew house. On the 
seventh floor is the wrought-iron surface cooler, 
The machinery building, which is twenty-five feet 
wide and six stories high, is located between the el- 
evator and storage house. The first floor of this 
forms au open driveway for teams or cars to allow 
the malt to be unlosded into the receiving bins, or 
hops and other supplies into the elevator, whence 
ihey are conveyed to the upper floors. The other 
floors are provided with screens, fans, bins and 
other conveniences for receiving and discharging 
the graded or broken barley, and also with elevat- 
ors for hoisting barley or mait, and connecting with 
the double top and bottom conveyors of the storage 
elevator. The dimensions of the storage elevator 
are 77x42 feet and 75 feet in height. 


It ts high, and bas a ca 
pacity of 500 barrels per day. On 
the top floor are located the hoppers, 
for crushed malt and rice, and the cold water 
feservoir or storage tank. Underneath is the rice 
mashing tank and the hot water tank; 
and on the floor next below is the mash 
tank, which is supplied with Kaestner’s mash

pumped to the surface cooler. From this cooler the 
wort passes to the Baudelot cooling apparatus 
already mentioned, from which it passes into 
settling vats in the stock house, where it settles and 
separates its resinous and gummy matters. When 
the wort has remained in these vats a sufficient 
length of time it is drawn into the fermenting tubs 
on the floor beneath, whence it is transferred in 
the course of time to the stock vats. The 
stock house is artificially cooled by a cooling 
plant furnished by the De La Vergne Refrigerating 
Machine Company of New York, which is the most 
perfect of its kind in operation, and the only one 
thatis said to afford entire satisfaction. The 
freezing is produced by the expansion of ammonia 
and the efficacy of the operation is best demon- 
strated by an eight-inch thickness of frost, which 
covers the two-inch pipes that run along the walls. 
As a sudden reduction of temperature would prove 
detrimental to the wort and be as dangerous to fer- 
mentation as no cooling whatever, all the tubs in 
the fermenting-room are provided with patent at- 
temperators, whereby the temperature may be 
gradually lessened until when the beer is drawn off 
it is prepared-for passage tothe storageor stock 
room. By means of the attemperators the car- 
bonic acid gas can be easily preserved, and the du- 
rability and quality of the beer thereby improved 
and increased. 

The stock and fermenting-house is connected on 
the fourth floor with the brew-house by means of a 
bridge, and is 105x182 feet by 70 feet high, exclusive 
of the fourth floor, which is 18 feet in the clear. On 
the third floor are 105 fermenting tubs, each with a 
capacity of 65 barrels. The ceiling and walls of 
this room are covered with pipes and metal disks, 
on which isa thickness of about four inches of 
frost, a sight which, though beautiful in itself, is, 
when added tothe chill that pervades the room, 
sufficient to prevent visitors from spending too 
much time in admiration of the surroundings. The 
second floor, which is directly overhead the lager 
floor, has the same capacity and is provided with 
108 stock vats, each 10 feet in diameter and 14 feet 
high. The first fioor is divided into two stories, each 
of which contains 125 enormous casks, the upper 
tier being used for lager and the lower for chip 
casks provided with bunging apparatus. 

To the west of the stock-house isa 
WASH-HOUSEZ, RACKING-ROOM AND PITCHINE-HOUSE, 
each of which is complete in every detail. The 
wash-house, where the empty kegs are received and 
cleansed, is 62x54x20 feet high and has an addi 
tional story for a 250-barrel water reservoir. North 
of this is the racking-room, which is 58x62x10 feet 
hich, with a large skylight inthe center, To the 
west between these two is the pitching-house, 
which is perfectly fire-proof, and the bar, while the 
shipping-clerk has special accommodations to the 
north of the racking-house, where is also located 
the loading platform. The office building is com- 
modious and well furnished, is 85x50 feet, one story 
high and contains private offices for ihe president 
and superintendent. 

THE BOILER-HOTSE, 


which is situated to the west of the storage-house, 
is provided with two Firmenich boilers of 250 horse- 
power each, and is 4544x4544 feetand one story 
high. The boilers consist of 252 upright tubes each 
and are provided with Kirkwood’s rocking grate 
bars. Thesteam generated is conducted to the 
brew-house aid refrigerating - machine house 
through a subterranean passage, and the boilers 
are fed by two of Biake’s brass plunger pun ps. 
There are three wells on the premises furnished 
with Pond's deep-well pumps. These supply ail the 
water necessary for every purpose, havinga daily 
capacity of 2,400 barreis. The condensersof the 
refrigerating apparatus are supplied with water 
from these wells. The heater for the exhaust 
steam.of the engines, pumps and other machinery 
is located in the brew-house on the main floor, and 
from it the hot water is fed to the boilers and sup- 
Blied to hot water tanks. 
. THE REFRIGERATING MACHING HOUSE 

is also separate and distinct from the other build- 
ings; istwo stories highand 40x56 feet. On the 
upper floor are the copper-covered condensers, and 
onthe ground floor are the two massive De La 
Vergne machines whereby the entire brewery is 
refrigerated. This machinery has been furnished 
by the De La Verene Refrigerating Machine Com- 
pany of 153-361 Bank street, New York, and com- 
prises alithe latest improvements introduced by 
thatcompany. The apparatus, as already stated, 
consists of two machines, each consisting in turn of 
a steam engine vibrating two single-acting ammonia 
compressors. The steam cylinder is 22x28 inches, 
rated at 66 horse-power, and the compressors are 
each 18x28 inches, the pair in each machine being 
rated ata capacity of fifty tons of ice meited in 
every twenty-four hours. The machines, there 
fore, represent an aggregate capacity of 100 tons of 
ice per day. 

These machines coo! the entire brewery, compris- 
ing a space of 650,000 cubic feet, which is maintained 
ata temperature of 32to384 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and also cool the brew, varying from 250 to 500 bar- 
rels of wort per day. Noice is used anywhere, but 
the entire work is done by the machines, even in- 
cluding the cooling of hydrant water for circulation 
in the attemperators of the fermenting tubs and 
the ice water for washing the beer casks and shay- 
ings. 

The machinery, as has been said, consists of two 
fifty-ton machines. These are of massive make, 
the manufacturers claiming that, inasmuch as the 
work of refrigeration is the most severe duty which 
can be imposed upon a steam engine, involving as 
it does almost constant running for eight or nine 
months at a stretch, such machines cannot be made 
too strong or too perfect to enable them to last as 
long as the best steam engines. 

The steam cylinder is horizontal, fastened to a 
heavy cast iron bed and provided with a hand-ad- 
justable cut-off, in order to insure economy of 
steam. It actuates the two gas compressors, which 
are placed vertically between three cast iron A 
frames, thus securing the least possible number of 
bearings for the crank-shaft and insuring that they 
shall remain in perfect line. The connecting rod of 
the steam engine attaches at one end of the shaft 
and a fiy-wheel 12 feet in diameter, weighing 11,200 
pounds, attaches at the other end, thus producing 
regularity of motion and avoiding all reversals of 
tortional strains. The whole weighs 3714 tons. 

The principal economical feature is in the ar. 
rangement of the gas-compressing cylinders. As 
constructed in some machines, these give out but 70 
or 80 per cent of their alleged efficiency. This re- 
sults from the fact that, inasmuch as a small space 
must be left for clearance between the head of the 
pump and the portion of the piston at the upper 
end of its stroke, the whole ofthe gas is not ex- 
pelled. Thisclearance space remains filled with 
gas highly compressed, which upon the downward 
stroke of the piston expands again and offers an in- 
itial resistance to the entrance of the 
next charge of gas, while the pow- 
er expended in compressing this portion of 
it is wasted. In addition to this, if the 
piston be pacied loosely, in order to diminish fric. 
tion, the gas leaks past—is churned up\and down, 
as it were—while if the piston is packed tightiy the 
friction is so much increased as to absorb in many 
cases from one-quarter to one-third of the whole 
power exerted—a manifestly great waste. Ail these 
diMicuities, it is claimed, are removed in the De La 
Vergne compressors by the injection at each stroke 
of a peculiar oil, which, being carried on top of the 
piston, is partly expelled with the gas, thus leaving 


against leaks of gas. 


colder water, and as fast.as it is condensed passes 
off through side pipes, causing it to liquefy with a 
minimum of pressure and fully utilizing the water, 
which generally flows off at a temperature of 110 
degrees Fahr. This produces an economy from 20 to 
50 per cent. of the water used, an important saving 
where water is scarce or has to be purchased from 


a series of cast-iron disks which add three-fold to the 
efficiency of the pipes and produce a very rapid ab- 
sorption of heat. Thereare nearly two miles of 
these expansion pipes and 80,000 disks in the Wain- 
wright brewery. 

It has been objected that the direct expansion of 
the ammonia gas in the cellars to be cooled involves 
some risk in the case of accident from the bursting 
of a pipe or the opening of a joint. This is guarded 
against in the De La Vergne system by using none 
but the best lap-welded pipes and making a perfect 
soldered joint, so that tnere is far less danger of a 
leak in their plant than in the ordinary illuminating 
gas-pipes with which every house is filled without 
hesitation. In order to have absolute security the 
company testal) their pipes and jaints to 1,000 
pounds to the square inch in their shops; test them 
again to 800 pounds pressure after erection and then 
only work the expansion pipes to @ pressure of 
fifteen pounds to the square inch in performing 
actual refrigeration. There are now over thirty of 
these plants in active operation, and all are said to be 
affording entire satisfaction. 

The beer cooler is worked on the same plan as 
the condensers. The gas is expanded direct in the 
lower, half of a Baudelot cooler over which the hot 
wort trickles and absorbs the heat most rapidly. 
The same method is also employed in cooling water 
for the attemperators and for the washing of kegs. 
The gas is expanded in a small Baudelot placed 
over a tank in the top story. Hydrant water flows 
over the outside, is cooled to any desired tempera- 
ture, and thence flows by force of gravity to any 
given point.

For protection against fire, an 8x5x12 pump Is at- 
tached to a.stand-pipe running to the topof the 
seven-story building, with hose connection on each 
floor. The pressure in the city mains being insuffi- 
cient to force the water to the top of the building, 
this pump is used for forcing the water into the 
stand-pipe, whence it is drawn to wash off the 
various floors and for other purposes, as well as for 
fire protection. Itis provided with an automatic 
reguiator to govern the speed of the pump, and 
thus regulate the supply of water.

The Men Who Take’ the Speeches of 
Our National Legislators, ‘ 


Mr. Murphy, the Veteran Stenographer of 
the Senate—History of the Present System 
of Reporting Congressional Proceedings 
~The House System—Facts and Faces.

Wasuryoton, D. C., November 15. — “Yes,-I have 
been a good while at it,"’ said Mr. D. F. Murphy, the 
official stenographer of the Senate, as he sag,in the 
handsomely finished ‘‘stenographers’ room” at the 
Senate end of the Capitol, Its windows look out 
upon the spacious grounds at the front of the Cap” 
itol, for it is one of the most eligible rooms in the 
entire building, just by the massive doors, and look- 
ing out upon the marble portico of the Senate end 
of the east front of the Capitol. On the ceilings are 
beautiful and bighly artistic frescoes, reminders of 
the dea:i Brumidi, and, stretching around the walls, 
are long cases filled with “official documents,” bills, 
reports and other documents of this sort that are 
most likely to be needed at a moment's notice. 

“Yes, it is over thirty-five years,” he said, “since 
I began reporting the Senate proceedings. A long 
time, isit uoty And yet it has gone quickly, and 
with it a good many men of great abilities and repu- 
tation.” 

“Your recollections run back as far as Webster. 
then, do they, Mr. Murphy?” 

“Yes,” he answered, musingly, “I remember him 
very well. A very slow, careful speaker,easy to report 
because of the extreme moderation with whieh he 
spoke. Yes: 1 reported Webster and Clay and 
Cass, and, later on. the great men who took their 
places, Sumner and SAward, and all the others.” 

“Do you join in the ctenamprences opinion that 
greatness has departed from the halls of Congress, 
and that the statesman of to-day is a pigmy as com- 
pared with that of a quarter of a century ago?” 

“No; on the contrary, Lthink that the Congress 
of the Uniged States, take the members as a ciasa, 
averages up better now than it did in earlier days. 
There are not, perhaps. just now, any very great 
minds which tower up beyond all the rest, as seems 
to be the case with Webster, and a few others, then 
and since, but take

then and now, and I think that he of to-day bears 
comparison very well.” 

“Tlow long has Congress been stenographically 
reporred?”’ 

‘The Senate was first so reported in 1848. There 
were one or two attempts earlier, but they were un- 
satisfactory andsoon abandoned. The present sys- 
fem becan in 1844 in the Senate, and about 1850 in 
the House, and has been continued since.” 

“Will the present much criticised system, which 
permits members to revise their speeches before 
publication, be remedied, do you think?" 

“Doubtful, [think. There has always been taik 
about it, but only talk. There were efforts twenty- 
five years ago, perhaps more, to have that feature 
eliminated, and to have the debates printed exactly 
as thev oceurred. Iremember that Jeff Davis was 
one of the most vigorous in denouncing the system 
permitting revision,and in urgin,; that the debates be 
printed exactiv as they occurred. And yet Davis 
was one of tle fastest speakers of the Senate at that 
time, and it would seem thatif anybody needed to 
revise his remarks. or the stenographic report of 
them, it wouid be he,”

“No; he scarcely ever looked at his speeches in 
manuscript.” 

“Are the ablest men the ones most likely to revise 
and polish up their speeches?’

They re- 
rt the House proceedings by “turns,’’ of about 
fteen minutes each, and then retiring to their room 
read their notes to other and younger stenographers 
who take these down in shorthand and 
write them out by the time the re- 
porter comes off his next “turn.” Each of 
the officia! reporters has two of these assistants to 
write out the reports. The reports of these speech. 
es are, like those of the Senators, submitted to the 
fpeakers in manuscript if desired, and then sent to 
the Government Printing Office, appearing next 
morning in the Record, except where they are 
“withheld for revision” as often happens. It is not 
infrequent!y the case that they are “withheld” for 
several days, a week or ten days, until they can get 
the first page of the Record, and come out with 
gorgeous headlises, so much changed that 
none who heard the original speech 
would recognize it, Mr. McEihone, the 
chief of the House corps, has a store of recollection 
of his thirty-five years’ work, extremely interesting, 
too much go to be undertaken in tbe limits of this 
article.

This hasty sketch of the official reporting of Con- 
gress would not be complete without something 
about the way the reports of the proceedings are 
furnished to the press of the country. The chief 
agency in this work is the Associated Press, under 
the management of Mr. D. R. McKee. It hasa large 
corps of reporters and news gatherers at the capitol, 
scouring committee rooms and lobbiesfor news, 
while on the floors of House and Senate it has tabies 
for its reporters, who furnish condensed reports of 
the proceedings. These reports are rushed by wait- 
ing messen,ers to the waiting operators at the Capi- 
tul office of the Associated Press in the Senate end 
of the Capitol, and m three minutes after the occur- 
rence of an event of importance in Congress the 
facts are in cities hundreds of miles away, The 
Senate wter for the Associated Press is Mr. Eu- 
gene Davis, the House reporter Mr. Charles Hayes. 
* Charley,” as Mr. Hayes is familiarly called, has 
much the heavier end of the work. for, to make a 
satisfactory condensed report of a rip-roaring, 
fighting, kicking, yelling pandemonium of 325 un- 
trai apd unbridied members, is much more diffi- 
cult than a staid, dignified body of seventy five 
members, as in the case of the Senate. Mr. Hayes, 
although very youthful in appearance, has had a 
decade of experience at his desk, having followed 
his father, who beld it for a very long term, and is 
now an official reporter to the lfouse committees.

‘It is the same in Paris, Madrid, 
Berlin and St. Petersburg. You are not supposed 
to want to hear the fina! notes of a clever rendering 
ofa beautiful number, Your neighbor on

at the beginning of the final bars and at first with a 
series of subdued guttural sounds, grad +x ! in- 
creasing in force as the climax of the song is being 
reached, and then with loudly ‘pronounced bien, 
bien, bravo, bravo, interrupts the performer and 
causes you to lose entireiv the artistic interpretation 
of the musical finale. Qn the other hand, however, 
the audience is just as outspoken 
in its disapproval of any point 
in the performauce. If the tenor begins to fiat the 
hisses eee to be heard, and unless he improves at 
once, by the time the piece 1s finished you wonder 
whether you are in a poultry yard or at the opera. 
Last year when Mr. Grau was giving grand opera in 
Havana, and the performance of a certain evening 
was"Carmen,”’ascene occurred which illustrates this 
point. Vaidejo, a tenor of some note. who had 
gained an enviable reputation at the Opera Comique 
in Paris, was in the cust, and while rendering one of 
the pieces belonging to his part, his voice acci- 
dentally broke and he flatted badly.

He celebrated the pontificial high mass 
on the opening day of the council, and it is needless 
to say that many were surprised and all were de- 
lighted at the spectacle of the venerable prelate 
thus actively engaged in church offices. It is es-

at any time since his return from Rome _ in

Archbishop Kenrick is indeed a figure in th

The plan which was inaugurated last April of 
holding an International Association of Fairs and 
Expositions has received such hearty support that 
the first meeting, which has been set to meet in this 
city December 3, promises to set the associatiom on 
a solid and permanent basis. It had been felt for 
a long time that an institution similar to 
the National Turf Association should be organized 
to the end that the various measures adopted by 
the different managers should be brought to the 
consideration of each and that the objectionabie 
features of fair management might be more speed- 
ily supplanted by methods having the support of 
the majority. This desire for unity in the rules 
and regulations governing fairs and 
expositions, which now come to _ wield 
an immense and _é incalculable influence 


organiza- 
tion being effected, and Julius 8. Walsh of St. Louis 


on, and at the present time five State associations 
and seventeen district and county fairs have be- 
come members, three of them being

the Executive Committee, thus being uted, 
explains 
THE PURPOSES OF THE ASSOCIATION, 
the principal paragraph of which gives a comprehen- 
sive statement and reads as follows: “We are 
aware that some societies are small and compara- 
tively weak and others are large and strong. In 
this Association we to give the weaker the 
benefit of the experience and the plans of operating 
the larger and more prosperous organizations. We 
believe that we can in no better or surer manner 
enhance the value of all our common interests, 
and the interests we individually subserve, eS 
imparting to one another, in convention assembied, 
the results of our experience; in order that we may 
adopt that which is profitable and discard features 
which have been found disadvantageous and im- 
practicable, Fairs and Expositions in the United 
States and Canada are not dissimilar. We have 
been interchanging courtesies these many years, 
and in many respects our exhibitions are conducted 
alike. Itis apparent to Fairand Exposition man- 
agers and directors that there should be, as near as 
possible, a uniform method in making entries, 
awarding premiums, tickets of admission, etc., etc. 
This association will bring about that result. 
The association wiil hold its sessions at the South- 
ern Hotel through three days, beginning Wednes- 
day, December 3, at 10 a. m., and continuing with a 
morning and afternoon meeting each day. Some- 
thing of the magnitude to which it is destined to at- 
tain, when a few more years shall have brought its 
great importance to the consideration of the worid, 
may be judged from the attendance 
at this its first assembly, which, it is anticipated, 
will number between 200 and 300 delegates from 
Canada and the United States. No foreign re 
sentatives have as yet given notice of attending, 
and it is not expected that they will, as the society 
has not had a long enough existence to commend 
its advantages to the conservative people beyond 
the oceans. 
Papers and essays of exceeding interest will
